City Council is expected to be 
asked Sept. 3 to approve stipula- 
tions under which Scott Candler, 
DeKalb County Commissioner, has 
agreed that DeKalb County will 
erect a $2,000,000 athletic stadium 
on an 80-acre tract in that portion 
of Atlanta lying in DeKalb 
County. 


Members of the Citizens’ Memo- 
rial Committee yesterday gave 
their unqualified indorsement to 
the Candler proposal to construct 
the stadium as a memorial to 
heroes of all wars, and Council- 
man Raleigh Drennon, Chairman 
ef City Council’s Municipal Build- 
ings and Athletic Committee, to 
which the matter has been re- 
ferred, called a public hearing for 
2:30 p. m. Wednesday at the City 
Hall. | 

Candler has proposed the pro)- 
ect be named Soldiers Field, and 
steps will be taken to preserve 
the history of the famous site on 
which it will be built. 


Drennon predicted that the 
Mayor and City Council wil! agree 
to Candler’s proposal to finance 
the development by issuance of 
revenue certificates with a stipula- 
tion that the City will not finance 
or give its blessings to another 
similar project within 10 years 
from the time it is completed.

The new line, part of a $750,000 
construction program to strengthen 
Atianta’s electric service is five 
miles long and carries 75,000 kilo- 
watts of electricity between At- 
lanta’s North and South Sides. A 
50 per cent increase in capacity 
of the 19,000-volt downtown un- 
gerground system is gained by the 
operation.

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 21—(UP) 
Asst. U. S.. Dist. Atty. George 
Mashank, 47, tenacious black mar- 
ket fighter, was found dying in a 
corridor of a downtown hotel 
early Wednesday after a fracas 
with a group of celebrating con- 
vention delegates. 

Police held Thomas Manning, 
40, of Hazelwood, Pa., on a man- 
slaughter charge after he admitted 
“shoving” the Federal prosecutor 
during an argument which fol- 
lowed Mashank’s reported attempt 
to “crash” a party of members of 
the Ancient Order of Hibernians. 

Mashank, who obtained indict- 
ments against scores of violators 
of wartime price laws, was a resi- 
dent of Sharon, Pa., but lived at 
the hotel while engaged in court 
business here. 

He was found unconscious on 
the floor, near an elevator. Guests, 
awakened by a loud argument, 
called a doctor, but Mashank was 
dead. 

Louis Manocchia, hotel barber 
who lives on the same floor, said 
he heard shouts andathud. ‘*° 

Then, he heard a woman say: 

“Better pick him up. He might 
be hurt.” 

“Let him die, the —,” a man’s 
voice replied. 

Dr. T. R. Helmbold said Mas- 
hank died of a sub-arachnoid 
hemorrhage, which he said, usual- 
ly is spontaneous but can be 
caused by a blow. 

“I do not know whether it was 
or not in this case,” the doctor 
said. 

The body bore bruises, which 
Dr. Helmbold said could have 
been caused by a fall. 

“The heart was very healthy 
and there was no evidence of ex- 
cess alcoholism or anything of 
that sort.” 

Manning told police Mashank 
had been drinking and was “both- 
ering’ the group of Hibernians. 
He said Mashank was twice escort- 
ed from their room. In the corri- 
dor, Manning said, he “shoved” 
Mashank. 

The attorney fell, striking the 
wall and the floor. 

After questioning members of 
the group, police said Mashank, 
who apparently was going to his 
room on the same floor, stopped 
at the party. He said he was a 
“house detective” and protested 
that the delegates were making 
“too much noise.” According to 
the reports to the police, the U. 5S. 
Attorney also represented himself 
as an “FBI agent” and a “con- 
stable.” 

After being ejected from the 
room, Mashank returned as the 
group was leaving and the scuffle 
followed. 

Mashank had been a member of 
the U. S. Attorney’s Staff here

Protesting a slash of more than 
$100,000 in its budget, the State 
Veterans’ Education Council yes- 
terday voted to submit supple- 
mentary requirements to the Vet- 
erans' Service Board for funds 
deemed ‘necessary to supervise the 
on-the-ojb training program. 

While the supplementary budget 
is being discussed, the supervisory 
work will continue as in the past, 
F. A. Sams, Co-ordinator, said. 
This will leave the areas around 
Dublin, Toccoa, Bainbridge, Amer- 
icus and Covington without super- 
visors for the on-the-job program, 
it was explained. 

The Veterans’ Service Board 
reduced the Council’s proposed 
budget from approximately $312,- 
000 to about $200,000, Chairman 
F. H. Rayfield said. 

Members of the Education Coun- 
cil maintained that it would be 
silmost impossible to continue su- 
pervisory work on veterans’ train- 
ing with the smaller allocation. 

Federal funds for assisting in 
the supervisory work cannot be 
counted upon until the Federal 
Government decides the amount 
each State will receive, the Coun- 
cil decided.

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The Hardest Task--Recontrol 


The actions of the newly created three- 
man Price Decontrol Board should not 
have been unexpected. 

Milk, upon which there was formerly 
a subsidy of 2 cents a quart, has gone up 
not much more than that in most com- 
munities since the abolition of ceilings. 

Butter, upon which a 15-cent-a-pound 
subsidy was previously paid, has risen not 
much more since expiration of OPA on 
June 30. 

The same applies to cheese, ice cream 
and other dairy foods upon which the De- 
control Board ruled no ceilings were nec- 
essary. Barring an unlikely effort at wide- 
spread profiteering, there will thus be no 
further price restrictions in the field of 
dairy products.. 3 

The same evident logic underlies the 
Board's decision to leave price ceilings off 
grains. Bumper crops of most grains, al- 
ready on the way to market, will have the 
effect of retarding inflationary prices. 
Thus recontrol was not indicated or rec- 
ommended. 

Such, however, was not the case with 
meats. 

Nor with fats and oils, as any house- 
wife who has sought to purchase a pound 
of lard in recent weeks can testify. 

leat has undeniably risen unreason- 
ably since June 30, estimates from various 


communities across the country placing 
the increase at from 35 to 80 percent. 

This unconscionable inflation in meat 
left the Board no choice, in theory, but 
recontrol. 

Meat is basic. It must be available in 
fair quotas at reasonable prices to low- 
income workers. On that all are agreed. 

Yet, in practice, we have found it to 
be exceedingly difficult to enforce reason- 
able ceilings on meat products and keep 
them in the legitimate market. 

Therein lies the real test of the Board's 
decision. 

Recontrol, now that the lid has been 
lifted, will be an even more difficult task 
than previously. . 

And the congressional mandate setting 
up the Recontrol Board specifically stated 
that ceilings should be re-applied only 
where “practical and enforceable,” as well 
as in the public interest. 

Thus it is that a very close watch must 
be maintained. 

If meat can be kept in legitimate chan- 
nels at OPA prices, well and good. 

If not, then all efforts at control should 
be eliminated. 

Too long already have honest dealers 
and legitimate consumers suffered while 
black market opérators and _ patrons 
profited.

There. Was 
That One Moment 


Riding through the Blue Ridge Mountains; the 
foothills of the Appalachians; seeing the quiet, 
clean little valleys; the old deserted cabins, half 

fallen in on abandoned hillsides; the unused trails leading back 
to deserted coves—— 

There is a moment every evening when it is neither light nor 
dark. 

It is a time when everything seems to stand still. Darkness 
intrudes from its place behind the world. The light retreats. Both 
pause, one unwilling to come quickly from the wings of the earth; 
the other halting as if to give the earth one last look at what light 
can do, streaking the western skies, making mountain and cloud 
blend into some staggering nightmare of height and billowing peaks. 

It is a moment when the machinery of earth halts. There is a 
stillness then which brings to man some nostalgic tug of fear and 
homesickness. It is a time, there in the time when it is neither 
light nor dark, when man feels some questioning within him. If 
he be in a city the noises of it seem louder and more rude and 
clamorous. If he be in the country the sound of a bawling calf 
seems to carry half around the world; the sound of some farm 
boy singing as he goes about his evening chores carries far across 
the darkened miles. The dying yellow light gives a queer cast 
to field and building and faces have that far-away look as if all 
inside of every man was listening for some unknown but expected 
summons. It is a light “never seen on land or sea,” and it pro- 
vides its eerie supplement to the mood of that moment in the day. 

A voice within one wants to cry out, “Oh, God, I am terribly 
alone and lost and somehow afraid. There is a mystery which 
always at this moment seems about to explain itself to me. There 
is a voice in the valleys that tries to speak to me. There is an 
ache in the log cabin with the sagging roof and the door swinging 
drunkenly by one hinge; there is a ghost in the dark coves where 
the old and weatherbeaten house is empty and weeds grow where 
brushbrooms swept clean and a mountain hound lay in the dust 
to cool his fleas; there is a hurt in the doorway where a woman 
sorrowed. There is something trying to speak to me across a long 
span of years. But always it goes, though it touches your cheek 
and mind like the black wing of a ghostly bird, and it is night and 
the feeling of mystery and stillness and the fear that comes like 
the fear in a dream are gone, and it is nothing but night and the 


road long and winding.” 

: The moon was like a New York State cheese. But 
Silhouette the stars were bright. There was enough light to 
make of the hills and mountains and clouds a changing silhouette. 


Sometimes a cloud and a mountain top merged into a monstrous, 
swollen peak. But always the changing shadows, dark and round, 
sharp and tall; were leaning over the road. The road seemed to 
run through them and they fell in behind as they opened up before, 
grudgingly giving way to the insistent light from the lamps. 

Far up on the hills were points of light in some window. Now 
and then there was a country store open late, a guitar tune and 
a burst of laughter on the air. 

You could always tell the cornfields because the smell of the 
pollen in the cool night air was sweet and heavy like the smell! of 
almond blossoms on some Grecian isle or on some wind-blown hill 
slope in Palestine. Some farms were dark, but they smelled of 
wood smoke and the barnyard and barns gave off their manure- 
ammonia smells and the night air carried them along and flung 
them swiftly into the windows of the car and out.

What's Story Behind 
Palestine Trouble? 


It is rather obvious there must be an untold 
story behind all the recent troubles and violence 
in Palestine. Just what that story is we don’t 


know. We can guess, but at best it is only a guess based upon 


insufficient information for certainty. 

It looks to me, however, as though some purpose altogether 
alien to the objectives of Zionism or of good Jews anywhere is 
trying to use the natural desire of many Jews to establish them- 
selves in Palestine for its own end. 

There is an active underground organization in Palestine which 
is trying to make as much trouble for the British, who hold the 
mandate over that country, as it can. It is extremely doubtful 
if a majority of the Jews, either in Palestine or elsewhere, is in 
sympathy with this organization of terrorists. 

As a matter of fact, many of the older established Jewish fami- 
lies in Palestine have been the victims of the present situation, in 
Various ways. 

For instance, the monthly quota for legal admission of Jews 
to Palestine is 1,500. It has, in the past, been one of the objec- 
tives of the British authorities to bring in under this quota when- 
ever possible members of the families already established there. 
That is, Jews who were lost in the awful persecution of Nazi Europe 
and who have since been traced, among the pitiful masses of 
Displaced Persons in Europe. Great efforts have been made to 
trace missing members of Palestine Jewish families and to bring 
them in, as legal immigrants, under that monthly quota. 

The illegal entry of refugee Jews into Palestine, however, has 
blocked the way for these unfortunates. So many came illegally 
they have used up the 1,500 monthly quota for many months 
ahead. British authorities tried, at first, to round up these illegal 
entrants and to absorb them into Palestine at the quota rate. Now, 
however, they have come in such large numbers it has been nec- 
essary, aS you have read, to divert the refugee ships, or reship the 
illegal entrants, to Cyprus. 

It is believed that a large proportion of the terrorist organi- 
zation consists of individuals who have come into Palestine illegally. 
Thus it looks suspiciously as though there is a deliberate attempt 
to create violence and foment warfare in Palestine. 

-Why? 


: Certainly no one acquainted with history can 
Friend of Jews deny that Britain has long been one of the best 
friends among the nations the Jews have had. 

It was Britain which first championed the cause of Palestine 
for the Jews and, under the mandate, it is Britain which has 
helped develop Jewish Palestine as it has been developed so mag- 
nificently. Understand, it is the Jews themselves who have done 
the developing, but they could never have done it without a sym- 
pathetic power behind them. 

During ‘the recent World War, before this country was drawn 
into. the conflict, when Britain stood alone against all the Axis 
might, the little island welcomed all the refugees, Jewish and other- 
wise, who could reach her shores from tortured Europe. Among 
these refugees were 200,000 Jews. 

Quite a large number for a place as small, as heavily populated, 


as Britain. 

We sympathize, all of us, with the effort to restore 
The Arabs to the Jews their ancient homeland, their long-prom- 
ised land. But for centuries Palestine has been part of the Arab 
world. No matter how just the Jewish claim, no matter how 
wretched the Arab administration, it takes many years to evict, with 
any sort of decency, an entire population and replace it with 
another. ) 

Nor must it be forgotten the entire Arab world could stir up 
trouble so serious it could take another great war to end it. 
Western civilization does not fear the Arab, but it seeks to avoid, 
if possible, any more war. 

Palestine may well be the key to future control of that Eastern 
part of the Mediterranean which is the world pathway between 
West and‘ East. 

Could it be that forces unnamed are trying, through Palestine 
unrest, to stir up so much violence in the Middle East that it shall 
become the focal point for the starting of a new war? 

Britain makes mistakes. 
tine question wrong. But none can charge Attlee and his Labor 
Government with deliberate persecution of the Jews. 

Palestine is a small country. Before we demand that Britain 
increase the 1,500 monthly quota of Jewish immigrants into that 
country, let us carefully consider the possible factors which could 
be provoking an already delicate situation.

I REMEMBER a night in the 
thirsty "20s when the Silver Slip- 
per opened.

If the British Experiment Fails 


LONDON—There are many excellent reasons why the British 
experiment in democratic socialism may fail. Mankind is fallible 
for one thing. The men who compose the machinery of the British 
government are tired after seven years of war. The enormous task 
of carrying out a complex socialist program and directing a planned 
ory economy may simply be too much for them. 

1en, too, some isolated cog in the machine | 

with its fellows, For example, the accumulation weenie cen 
for the socialist experiment depends upon exports. In the first 
three months of 1945, exports were 32 percent by volume of the 
base figure in 1938. In the same period of 1946, while imports had 
declined slightly, exports had risen to 84 percent by volume of the 
1938 total. To come close to tripling the export total in one year 
is an astonishing achievement, but the socialist planners require 
immense further increases before austerity can be relaxed. 


| Again, as previously reported in this space, Britain faces a coal 
crisis this winter. Cold houses, slow-down in factory production 
and a recurrence in unemployment may prove to be the added mis- 
ery which breaks the endurance of the British people. If the need 
for austerity ceases to be accepted by the people, it will be a griev- 
ous temptation to the British conservatives to abandon their present 
policy of unhappy collaboration with the government If the o 
Sition should raise the kind of outcry against the government whiehs 
the ee raised against Roosevelt. and if the people Ptwoe 
go with them, the job of buildin jociali my ' 
would becuans Mamnemiae.

Hunch Finally, it is always necessary to remember the British 

3 are trying to do four things at once. They are rebuilding 
their country after a devastating war. They are carrying on nor- 
mal business. They are constructing the new socialist economy 
And they are carrying greater defense burdens than ever before in 
their peace-time history. Merely from the standpoint of manpower 
the demands are a little greater than they can quite meet For 
instance they have gained 1,000,000 of manpower by abolishing all 
but transitional unemployment. But this gain has been almost 
wholly canceled out by the increase in defense forces over prewar 
totals—which has caused serious controversy between Herbert 
Morrison’s planners and the Imperial General Staff. 


In short, the adverse factors bulk large, even if one ignores the 
possibility of a grave international crisis in the next five years 
Nevertheless, it is this correspondent’s opinion—or hunch might be 
a better word—that the British experiment will be made to work 
somehow or other. From the standpoint of the United States facing 
the grim world left by the second World War, it is vitally important 
that success should crown the efforts of the British. The reason 
was simply put by a shrewd English leader. who said: 

“What we are doing is the only bearable escape from the choice 
which faces most nations in the world nowadays, which is the choice 
between the knaves and the Communists.” | 

This truth, already pointed out in this space, is worth asserting 
again as the conclusion of the present necessarily superficial ex 
amination of the British experiment. It is a hard truth for Ameri- 
cans to understand, since America today is a fortunate island of 
wealth where plenty is still the rule. Elsewhere, however, over 
almost the whole surface of the earth, the rule is poverty, not 
plenty. Poor countries cannot afford the luxury (which seems to 
most Americans a necessity) of economic as well as political free- 
dom. They must carefully plan the use of their available resources 
to make them stretch as far as possible. They are like poor fam- 
ilies, in which the father and mother must calculate the expendi- 
ture of every dime and nickel, to be sure that the ‘whole family is 
fed, clothed, sheltered and kept warm. 


The British experiment offers an escape from this dilemma. 
It may not be attractive to us in America but it should be su- 
premely attractive to other peoples who have no further choice 
except the totalitarianism of extreme Left or Right. The British 
experiment is socialist. It is based on government planning and 
control to provide the most economical use of existing resources. 
But it is emphatically not totalitarian. In fact, it will break down 
very rapidly if it ceases to command majority support in Britain. 
Thus it is an experiment which free men can attempt with honor, 
and can even embark upon with enthusiasm, as many Englishmen 
are doing today. : 

If American leadership does not falter, and the British experi- 
ment does not fail, there is no real reason why the future should 
not be faced with confidence. But if either of these conditions is 
not fulfilled. the Western system can hardly withstand the pressure 
which the Soviet system is exerting outwards all along its borders 
And then, for free men, the future will be displeasing indeed.

No More Apple,

, : It is time now to deplore the passing of the 

ta tobacco tag. Without a word of protest being 

f . . raised against it, so far as I am able to find 

out, the manufacturers of chewing tobacco have ceased putting 

the tin tags on their brands, thus depriving the small boy of this 
generation of a form of currency which his father treasured. 

In my time, tobacco tags were money. Small boys did not have 
allowances in those days—at least in my town they didn’t. What 
cash they possessed was wheedled from their parents for special 
purchases, or from indulgent unmarried uncles, who generally 


were a softer touch than parents. There was also a ruse by which

one could charge a dozen eggs at one store for 25 cents a dozen 
and sel] them at another store for the wholesale price of 20. cents, 
thus obtaining two dimes in cash, but this procedure led to sorrow. 
The possession of cash money, hard money such as pennies, nickels 
and dimes, therefore, was so rare as to count for nothing in the 
financial! structure. Business was transacted among small boys 
in other forms of currency. At certain seasons of the year a boy 
measured his wealth in bird eggs, or cocoons. At other times he 
was broke or a capitalist depending upon the number of marbles 
he possessed. Types of mafbles varied greatly in value. The finest 
of course, was the moon agate, which, if sharply rapped against 
another agate would show, deep in its depths, a silwer crescent 
which could only be removed by soaking the marble overnight in 
lard. Far below the moon agate in value came the glassie, the 
ordinary marble of commerce and play, and after that the steelie, 
which was usually obtained by searching the grease-soaked ground 
adjacent to garages, to find the bearings which came from the 
hubs of T-model Fords. There was a glazed marble known as a 
jug, which seemed to be a by-product of the churn manufacturing 
industry, and there were the bright-colored but often misshapen 
little pellets of clay known as “pee-wees.” The boy who did not 
possess a bulging sack of pee-wees was indeed insolvent, for they 
were not even legal tender in my town. 


I did not mean to get off on a discussion of marbles, 
though. What I was upset about was the tobacco 
tag situation. Down at Monticello, the other afternoon, I walked 
into Blackwell! Brothers’ Store, peered at the chewing tobacco 
counter, and felt a great wave of nostalgia sweep over me for the 
days of my lost youth. All the old brands were there. It was 
as if ] was hanging around the front door of Mr. Al Deadwyler’s 
Store back home, on a Saturday afternoon, accosting every pur- 
chaser of tobacco and asking him to remove the tag and give it 
to me. I used to collect a hundred tags that way in an afternoon, 
for few would ever refuse. A surly few would, I recall, on the 
excuse that to remove the tag would cause the plug to lose its 
juices more rajtdly, a delusion which even at my tender age I 
recognized as unscientific 

On Mr. Blackwell's shelves was every brand of tobacco whose 
tag clinked merrily in the Bull Durham sack in which I kept my 
treasure. There was Brown's Mule and Red J and Apple Sun- 
Cured and Climax and Favorite, which was always accented on 
the last syllable, among the more common brands. There were the 
rarer brands whose tags you didn’t see so often and which, there- 
fore were of greater value. There was the square tag of the Bull 
of the Woods brand. I remember an old Bull of the Woods tag 
which must have changed hands fifty times in one top-playing 
season. It was the easiest tag to knock out of the ring, because ~ 
it had been “nulled” dead center and the sides flared up, so that 
if the top merely tipped the upflaring edges it would fly from the 
ring. There was the big white and blue Drummond tag, and the 
vellow tag, shaped like a writing pen, which marked the Penn’s 
Natural Leaf brand. The red Bloodhound tag still raced across 
the dark tobacco of that name, and the Reynolds Natural Leaf was 
still marked with its leaf-shaped tag. And Lucky Joe looked just 
the same. 


Then I looked closer and suffered a blow to the 
spirit from which I have not yet recovered. They 
were not tags at all. The tobacco was wrapped in cellophane, a 
thing unheard of in my day, and on this cellophane was stamped 
a decalomine of the old tin tag, utterly worthiess either as treasure, 
or as the prize in a game of tops. 

1 spoke to Mr. Blackwell sadly about it and he said he couldn't 
recall when it was that the tobacco companies substituted those 
decals for the honest tin tags of the old days. He said it had been 
a long time, so far as he knew. Come to think of it, he said, it had 
been a long time since small boys hung around his store, asking 
for tobacco tags. 

I hung around a long time, looking at the imitations of the old

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21—(4)— 
Secretary Anderson said Wednes- 
day the Agriculture Department 
is studying the possibility of re- 
laxing limitations on use of grain 
in making beer, whiskey, flour 
and livestock feed. 


A review of the _ restrictive 
orders is under way, he told a 
news conference, in view of the 
prospective bumper grain crop. 

These restrictions limit distri- 
bution of flour; require a high 
wheat flour extraction rate which 
produces darker bread, limits use 
of wheat in feeds and prohibits 
use of wheat in making whiskey 
and beer. 

The wheat restrictions were 
established last Winter, -when 
grain supplies were scarce and 
this country was having difficulty 
getting enough to meet its pledges 
of aid to hungry areas abroad. 

The Department has earmarked 
250,000,000 bushels of this year’s 
wheat for export. Anderson said 
if it were known shortage areas 
would require no more than that 
amount, it would be possible to 
remove most, if not all, of the re- 
strictions on domestic use .of 
grains. 

“My guess is,” he added, “that 
‘restrictions on the use of wheat 
will not be quickly abandoned be- 
cause of foreign needs.”

Trefflich also had a complaint 
to lodge against the lawmakers. 
“One law says that any monkey 
sold to a private individual has to 
be inoculated against rabies, and 
they’re contemplating doing the 
same to any other animals or birds 
brought: into the country. If that 
keeps up, the people will find 
themselves without pets, because 
those inoculations take time and 
cost plenty of money, and it 
wouldn’t pay us to bring the ani- 
mals in. As far as I know, mon- 
keys and birds never had rabies, 
and if they did the percentage was 
very low, because they don't nor- 
mally come in contact with dogs. 

“And take that law barring 
members of the parrot family 
from New York and New Jersey 


and several other States because | 


the birds are supposed to be po- 
tential carriers of psittacosis. 
That's silly. You can go to Massa- 
chusetts, for instance, and buy 
hundrdes of ’em.” 

Trefflich wheezed at this point. 
“Asthma,” he said. “Got it from 
the monkeys. This is a touch busi- 
ness.”

DIPLOMATIC OPINIONS 

Diplomatic authorities widely 
interpreted the policy declaration 
as the start of a diplomatic coyn- 
ter-offensive against Russia aimed 
at blocking her further expansion 
of power over neighboring na- 
tions. 

At the same time, one high of- 
ficial emphasized that this Gov- 
ernment has no intention of deny- 
ing any “legitimate” Russian 
claims to use of the strategtic wa- 
terway for the passage of both its 
merchant and war ships at all 
times. This would mean an 
abridgement of Turkey’s present 
authority to close the passage be- 
tween the Black Sea and the Medi- 
terranean in time of war. 

The latest blow-up over the 
Dardanelles stems from a Russian 
note to the Ankara Government, 
with copies to London and Wash- 
ington, earlier this month. 

The Russians made five pro- 
posals. The American reply show- 
ed agreement with three of these 
and absolute opposition to the 
other two. 

The three agreed to in a general 
way are that the Straits should 
always be open to the passage of 
merchant ships of all countries, 
that they should be open also at 
all times to the warships of Black 
Sea powers, and that warships of 
non-Black Sea powers (for in- 
stance, the United States and 
Britain) should not be permitted 
except when especially provided 
for. 

REJECTED PROPOSALS 

The two rejected proposals are 
that the future status gf the 
Straits should be decided by Rus- 
sia. Turkey and the other Black 
Sea powers alone, and that the 
Soviet Union should join with Tur- 
key in defenseof the Straits. 

It is this latter demand, a high 
official said, which is causing the 
real trouble although the United 
States is insistent that the status 
of the Straits should be worked 
out by all the countries which are 
parties to the Montreux Treaty on 
the Dardanelles. As this official 
explained it, the United States 
_ considers it evident to all military 
strategists that bases in the Straits 
'would not provide adequate de- 
'fenses in an air age and that the 
only effective joint defense would 
be for the Russians to have mo- 
bile forces in Turkey with various 
| bases scattered over the country. 

In a word, he said, the entire 
‘American attitude -at present “‘is 
based on the assumption that Rus- 
‘Sia intends either to dominate or 
‘occupy Turkey.” 
| The American attitude is aimed, 
therefore, it was said, at making 
‘it “crystal-clear” to the Russians 
that this country will not stand 
idly by and see Turkish sovereign- 
ty violated. 
| This official said the hope here 
‘is that when Russia realizes how 
‘seriously the United States views 
the matter, the Russians will 
}agree to some reasonable satisfac- 
tion of their interest in the Straits 
without jeopardizing the interests 
of other powers. 

RESTRAINT ADVISED 

To this end, it was learned, 
both the United States and Brit- 
ish Governments are advising the 
Turkish Government against send- 
‘ing Russia a note categorically re- 
‘fusing to discuss MRussia’s de- 
‘mands. The Turks have had such 
a plan in mind, according to au- 
'thoritative reports reaching Wash- 
ington, but American and British 
|officials fear it would harm the 
prospects for a peaceful settle- 
ment. 

They would prefer that the 
Turks simply tell the Russians 
that their demands are unaccept- 
lable but that -the whole issue 
should be ironed out in a confer- 
ence which would be held under 
|the Montreux Treaty at the call 
of France. 
| It is expected here that the 
‘Turks probably will notify the 
‘French of Russia’s demands for 
‘changes in the status of the Straits 
‘and that the French will then ex- 
'ercise their duty, assigned in the 
Treaty, to call the meeting. 

The official informant- who de 
scribed the development of Amer- 
‘ican policy on the issue was ask- 
‘ed by what right this Government 
seeks a voice there. He said it 
‘would be absurd to try to exclude 
‘the “world’s most powerful na- 
‘tion from one of the world’s most 
‘burning controversies.”

Alex Recalls 
‘Hurry Ups Career 


The originator of “Old Eighty-three,” a play 
which scored more than 100 touchdowns for 
Michigan, is dead. And American youth and the 
game of football have lost one of their greatest 
benefactors. 
Fielding H. Yost, as coach and athletic di- 
rector at Michigan, was one of the real develop- 
ers of the game as we know it today. W. A. 
Alexander, the “Old Man” of Georgia Tech, 
was closely associated with “Hurry-Up” Yost down through the 
years. They were on rules committees, in conferences and otherwise 


crawn together by a common interest—the development of youth 
and a great college sport, 


“Mr. Yost got a lot out of football,” Coach Alex said, upon 
hearing of the death, “but he put a lot more in it. 

“His greatest contribution, in my opinion, came in the early 
thirties. There were a lot of deaths attributed to football at 
this time and criticism of the game was heard from all sides. 
“Mr. Yost, like a lot of us, didn’t believe all these deaths re- 

sulted directly from the playing of the game. To prove it, in 1932, 
he spent a great deal of his own money to travel around the country 
where these deaths had occurred to ascertain exactly how they 
occurred. 


“The next year. he presented his findings to the Rules 
Committee and subsequently such things aS flying tackles, 
blocks and crawling were made fouls. He also was respon- 
sible for the rule requiring all players to wear helmets. The 
results of his efforts are evident now when college football 
deaths are practically extinct.” 


Coach Alex recalled that Yost never changed the signal number 
of his good plays, “Old Eighty-three” being the most famous. It 
‘was a fake place-kick which ended up in an end run. Opposing. 
coaches could diagram the play without trouble but they couldn’t 
tell when the Wolverines were going to use it. 


Yost’s hobby in life was visiting battlefields and associat- 
ing football tactics to war. He visited all the battlefields of 
the War Between the States, Spanish-American War, Mexican 
War and World War I. He was a brother-in-law of the late 
Dan McGugin, of Vanderbilt. 


A fitting memorial to Yost is left in Michigan’s great athletic 
plant, which was built from proceeds of games played by his famous 
football teams. It is one of the finest in the country and complete
